PARIS (AP) Premier Paul 
Ramadier’s drastic tax bill, 
which will raise prices of such 
items as bread, milk and cigar- 
ettes, was adopted today by the 
French National Assembly. The 
vote was 302 to 241, Fifty-nine 
members abstained. 

The-measure, which includes 
administration economies and 
the suppression of state subs!- 
dies, is designed to raise 136,000, 
000 francs ($1,142,000,000).
